Ransom Pitts, ng<> 
54 years, 
of 
Knightstown, 
was 
fatally 
injured 
y e ste r d a y 
afternoon at 3:30 when 
the 
truck 
in which he was riding 
was struck by a southbound 
Penn­ 
sylvania freight train at the (’«»ok s 
crossing, located halt way between 
(lings and Falmouth. 
Pitts lived a half hour, being pin­ 
ned underneath the wreckage, and he 
died before medical assistance could 
lie rendered. 
The freight was running south on 
the Pennsylvania and was an extra, 
going at fast speed, although 
the 
crossing is not considered a danger­ 
ous one, as the view is not obstruct­ 
ed. 
Pitts was employed as a truck 
driver for the Knightstown Produce 
Company, and had a machine load 
of chickens and eggs, returning 
to 
liis home. 
The truck was struck full force 
by the engine, the driver's seat being 
about 
half way across the cross­ 
ing. The wreckage was dragged 40 
or 60 feet along the track, and Pitts 
was buried underneath. 
The train erew and farmers living 
near the scene of the aecident work­ 
ed for a long time to release Pitts, 
and say that he lived for about thir­ 
ty minutes. 
Dr. L. C. Sraullen of 
Raleigh was summoned, but did not 
reach the scene of the accident un­ 
til after the man had died. 
The extra freight 
was in charge 
of Engineer Davis, Fireman Moore 
and Conductor Newkirk, all of Col­ 
umbus, Ind. 
Dr. John M. Lee of this city was 
summoned, 
and 
it was found that 
the injured nuup had suffered a bro­ 
ken neck, a broken leg, a severe gash 
over the left eve and probably in­ 
ternal injuries, any of which would 
have proved fatal. 
Relatives living 
in 
Knightstown 
were immediately notified, 
and an 
ambulance from that city went to the 
scene of the accident and took 
the 
body to bis home. 
Most of the chickens were killed 
and scattered along the track. Not 
a single egg in one crate of eggs was 
broken. 
The deceased 
is survived by 
a 
widow, one son Floyd and a daugh­ 
ter, Beulah, all of Knightstown. Be­ 
sides three brothers survive.

Wednesday in the circuit court, ■when 
Ross Jones was given a one to eight 
year sentence, was made known yes­ 
terday while Sheriff Jones was tak­ 
ing the prisoner to the reformatory. 
Jones told the offb’er with all sin­ 
cerity that William Brady now a 
prisoner in the reformatory, was re­ 
sponsible for the attempt, and main­ 
tained that the keys 
and files were 
brought into the cell by Katherine 
Clevenger, one of several girls that 
frequented the jail. 
According to the story related to 
the sheriff, Brady at first tried to 
persuade the girl to bring a loaded 
revolver into the cell, stating 
that 
“when he got through with it, 
and 
made his escape, that he would hide 
the gun, so that the girl could return 
it to the owner. 
Jones said that Brady had plan­ 
ned to draw the weapon on the sher­ 
iff a s he entered the cell, and com­ 
pel him to hand over the keys, 
or 
else be shot. The prisoner also sta­ 
ted that when the girl was approach­ 
ed about bringing 
a revolver into 
jail, she replied 
that 
she 
didn’t 
know anyone who had one that she 
could borrow'. 
According to Jones, Bradv next 
attempted to have the girl bring in 
some saws, and that Brady did not 
have any money with which to make 
the purchase. Jones said that Brady 
asked 
him for a loan, but he re 
fused it.

story told the sheriff, that the girl 
did bring in a blank key and two 
files and that Brady 
got 
to work, 
making a key to fit the door.

Under Proposed 
Legislative Reap­ 
portionment, Will be Joined With 
Henry County 


A JOINT REPRESENTATIVE

If the legislative and senatorial 
l*eapportionment of the state is car­ 
ried out as now planned, Rush coun­ 
ty will lose a seat in the lower house 
of the state legislature and will be 
thrown into a joint legislative 
dis­ 
trict, but will still remain in a joint 
senatorial district of three counties, 
although both counties in the sena­ 
torial district will be different than 
at present. 
Under the proposed reapportion­ 
ment, Rush and Henry counties will 
be joined in a legislative district to 
elect one representative, and in ad­ 
dition Henry county will be entitled 
to a representative. The other coun­ 
ties with Rush in the joint senatdr- 
ial district will be Fayette and Shel­ 
by. At present Hancock and Deca­ 
tur counties are jointed with Rush 
in a senatorial district. 
The representation 
is based 
on 
population, as shown in the last fed­ 
eral census, and it is presumed that 
Rush 
county 
loses 
a seat in the 
house because of the loss in popula­ 
tion, according to the 1920 census. 
Rush county’s inhabitants number 
19,241, that count showed. 
Henry county retains 
one repre­ 
sentative as at present and is also 
entitled to help Rush county elect a 
representative, under the scheme of 
apportionment/ This is due to the 
fact that Henry county's population, 
by the 1920 census, is 34,682.

ALASKAN WINTER 


Clifford E. Champion. Former Rush- 
ville Boy, at Navy Radio Station 
Describes Northern Lights 


IS STATIONED AT KETCHIKAN 


Daylight Only From 10 A. M. to 2:30 
P. M. at This Season— 48 Below 
Zero in 
December

Rush ville boy, who is at a navy ra­ 
dio station at 
Ketchikan, 
Alaska, 
describes the rigors of an Alaskan 
winter, whetfe there are only 
four 
and a half hours of daylight each 
day, in an interesting letter to 
his 
grandmother, which has l>een for­ 
warded to the young 
man’s 
aunt, 
Mrs. Wilbur Wilson. IT0 is the son 
of 
Mrs. 
Margaret 
Champion 
of 
Conners ville, formerly of Rush ville. 
The letter also gives a graphic des­ 
cription of the Northern Lights and 
gives 'other interesting sidelights on 
life in the far north. It is as 
fol­ 
lows : 
T)*nr Crandmother:— 
I received 
your most welcome letter yesterday 
and was glad to 
hear 
from 
you. 
Please forgive me for not 
writing 
more than a card. You asked m*. to 
tell you about the place 1 am in and 
all ‘about my work. I will endeavor 
to tell you as much as I know about 
it, which is not very much. 
We have rather nie0 
weather in 
the summer time and have 
practi­ 
cally no nights at all for it is 
light 
all day and night. But. in the winter 
w0 have hardly any day time at all. 
It gets light about ten o’clock in thé 
morning and gets dark at about two- 
thirty in the afternoon. Some days 
we have rain instead of snow 
hut 
not very often. 
All our mail comes up to Hvder, 
Alaska by boat and that is as Tar as 
the boat can run in the winter time. 
From Hyder the mail comes to Ket­ 
chikan and 
other 
towns 
by 
«log 
j sled. They have some of the 
finest 
dogs in the 
world 
on 
the 
“mail 
j teams”, as they call the dogs dhat 
! haul the mail. Sometimes the 
dogs 
! have to go through 
simdl 
tunnels 
i made in the snow where the snow is 
too soft to hold the dogs 
and 
the 
Î heavy mail sled up. One 
d^y 
last 
week the weather got down to fjortv- 
1 eight béîow zero 
and 
we 
thoug'it 
that the mail team would certainly 
i be held up on account, of -the 
cold 
weather, but long after dark, 
or I 
might as well say that long 
about 
three p. m., the dogs came straggling 
in and the driver was froze to 
his 
sled, and they hauled the sled iiito 
thp Silver Dollar Saloon and thawed 
him loose from his sled after being 
frozen there for about 
forty-eight 
hours.

The Navy sure gives us plenty of 
warm elothes to wear up here. 
At 
jke radio Station here we 
have a 
I boat, ford and a dog team of the 
best kind of dogs. I always ride on 


the dog sled to go to work but mv 
pal always uses snow* shoes. I never 
eould get used to those snow* shoes 
for it is just like learning to 
walk 
again. 
The Northern Lights are the most 
W’onderful fbiag I ever saw*. On still 
night we can hear them crackle and 
sisfcle and then all of a sudden you 
can hear a big noise like a cannon 
and always after the big noi«e there 
are wolves that howl 
for all 
that 
they are g«#»d for. It seems 
funny 
that in the summer time 
Ketchikan 
is the most peaceful place 
in 
the 
whole world but in the winter every 
tiling is as wild as anything in the 
world could possibly be. 
There 
are 
some 
things, about 
Alaska in the winter that hold a fel 
low and fascinate him and believe 
me when I get out of the Navy, Joe 
Newsome and I are coming up here 
and live and hunt and trap for there 
is plenty of wild game up here such 
as moose, reindeer, caribou, l>ears, 
deer, mountain goat, mink, eougers, 
mountain lions, wolves, fox, eagles, 
ducks, 
geese, 
weasles, 
wolverine, 
lynx and otters. 
Well, don’t you wish yon were up 
here with the weather at 60 below 
zero? Well, I guess that I have told 
you oil that there is to tell that. I 
know about Alaska, that is, around 
Ketchikan. Well I guess that I will 
have to
